The cited prior arts have failed to teach applicant's claimed invention 

". ..wherein, after configuration of the display/control unit has been completed, 
failure of the configuration device during operation does not initially cause a 
deterioration in an overall function of the display and control device. .." including all the 
limitations of independent Claims 1,16, and 18. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Zerhusen et al. teaches "a point-of-care computer system includes a display 
positioned in a point-of-care location, a computer coupled to the display, and a network 
coupled to the computer to enable the computer to access information stored in a 
remote location.". 

Willmore teaches " display arrangement having at least a video display region 
and at least one interactive display region, each display region being arranged as a 
matrix having respective rows and columns of display screens...".
